Dagegs of Pomona, last year’s inter- 
scholastic champion of the state in 
both hurdles, was the individual point 
winner of the meet with first in the 
high and low hurdles, second in the 
shot, and third in the 10-yard dash 
to his credit.

Clearing a space with a frontage 
more than 20 feet and circling back 
into the face of the mountain for an

DR. MOORE OF HAR- 
VARDAT CLAREMONT 


Dr. Edward C. Moore of Harvard 
University is in residence this month 
at Pomona College as exchange pro- 
fessor in the Department of Philoso- 
pry. Dr. Moore is Professor. of 
Christian Morals and Chairman of 
the Board of Preachers at Harvard, 
and is president of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions. 

During his stay at Pomona. Dr. 
Moore will deliver two series of lec- 
tures, one on the history of Christian 
Thought and the other on the Phil- 
osophy of Religion. The exchange 
system enables Pomona each year 
to bring some prominent teacher 
from Harvard for a month's resi- 
dence and instruction in Claremont 

Dr. Tasuka Harada, founder and 
expresident of Doshisha University. 
Japan, is also lecturing at the col- 
lege. Dr. Harada, who is one of the 
leading educators of Japan, is speak- 
ing on the recent development of the 
life, thought and spirit of his coun- 
try.

“Remember that cry as the hom- 
mes-40-chevaux-8 boxcar stood pa- 
tiently for hours on a siding while 
hungry men longed to get to the bil- 
leting area and hot coffee? Remem- 
ber that query in the trenches when 
Jerry had shelled the communication 
trench and held up the chow detail; 
or in the fox hole area when the 
kitchens hadn’t been able to keep up? 

“Even way back in the wooden gun 
days of the war chow was a main 
objective'in the day’s plan. I believe 
it is safe to say that every man in 
the army or navy commented at some 
time in his letters home on the food, 
It was either, ‘The grub is fierce,’ or 
‘They sure give a guy plenty to eat.’

‘Plant Secrets. 

The use of X-ray photographs for 
revealing the inner secrets of the 
structure of the bodies of men and 
animals has long been familfar but 
their application to the plant world is 
more recent. 

The numerous mineral constituents 
of plants all appear clearly in the 
X-ray picture, and the fact that even 
the most delicate structure of plants 
can be thus photographed bears wit- 
ness that even those bodies which are 
apparently transparent to X-rays do 
absorb them to a certain degree, which 
is governed by their consistence and 
thickness, then content of air and of 
sap, and their chemical constitution. 

Like other objects, plants appear 
upon the photographic plate not as 
mere shadow pictures, but in so-called 
“plastic” representations— i. e., giving 
an effect of three dimensions.

USE DOGS AS SMUGGLERS 


Animals Aid IHllicit Dealers in Bring- 
ing Liquor and Drugs Into the 
United States, 

Training dogs to smuggie liquor 
across the Rio Grande river is the 
latest device of ingeniovs minds of 
those who make a living by means 
of illicit importation to the United 
States of liquor and drugs. That in- 
novation in line running came to light 
at El Paso, Tex., recently when a 
Mexican river guard shot a “dog 
smnuggier” in the act of swimming the 
Rio Grande with four bottles of 
tequila, a Mexican liquor of cactus 
distillation, tied across his back. 

The dog, as the story of the serv- 
ice to his master is told by United 
States customs men, had been mak- 
ing nightly trips between Juarez and 
Bi Paso with contraband goods for 
several months. The strange, but 
regular, actions of the animal first 
were noted by customs officers about 
two months ago. Beginning at two 
o'clock in the morning, the dog would 
begin his operations. Signal lights 
flashed by confederates in the gang of 
smugglers stationed on each side of 
the river always preceded the dgg’s 
trip across stream. Dashing out o 
eluster of squalid adobe houses along 
the Mexican side of the river, the ant 
mal would plunge into the Rio Grande 
with his load. «

Colombia recently and spent his time 
in visiting various sections. 

After landing at Cartagna, Mr. 
Priest said, he and his companions 
went up the Magdalena river 250 nifiles 
and disembarked, going overland 
through a mountainous country for 65 
miles, ‘

said, they found vast gold fields which 
had never been actively developed 
because of the absence of the proper 
machinery. He said this is accounted 
for by the lack of transit facilities, it 
being a most difficult matter to ship 
material of any kind to this point.

TO OPERATE AIRSHIP FLEET 


Ambitious Plans Credited to English 

Company Well Within the Realm 

of Possibility. 

A company has been formed in Eng- 
land for the purpose of operating a 
fleet of airships to various parts of the 
world. The syndicate desires to ac: 
quire ground near Southport, where it 
proposes to erect a tower 120 to 150 
feet high to which airships may be 
moored, and an elevator will take the 
passengers up the tower and into the 
gondolas of the ships, The syndicate 
intends to have a fleet of non-rigid 
airships in commission next spring; 
the smaller will carry 32 passengers 
and crew and the larger 40 passengers 
and crew. The company also antic- 
ipates running some of the larger 
rigid airships now in course of con- 
struction. These will have a carrying 
capacity of 150 passengers and be able 
to travel to any part of the globe. It 
is proposed to use the smaller non- 
rigid airships to feed the larger ones 
and meet them at the principal cen- 
ters, The cost per mile is put at about 
half the cost of a taxicab fare today, 
approximately about 18 cents per mile.

So 
when the table or pantry (anett is 
cleared of crumbs {f the contents of 
the crumb tray are scattered outdoors 
instead of being put in the garbage 
ean, the birds will be thankful, and 
will show their gratitude by saving 
the food-giver many a mosquito bite 
next summer. 

Mosquitoes are only one of the many 
excellent reasons why birds should be 
fed during the winter. The others are 
all the other insects which hamper 
the production of the garden, and all 
pleasures of song and plumage.—St. 
Joseph Gazette. 


North Dakota's Lignite. 

A government report says “the fuel 
problem has been forever solved tn 
North Dakota.” The western half of 
the state is underlaid with lignite, the 
beds estimated to contain 600,000,000,- 
000 tons. Over thousands of square 
miles this soft coal lies so close to the 
surface that farmers merely dig a 
hole in their own flelds and take out 
the coal as they require It. During 
1918 1,000,000,000 tons were mined, If 
the farmer is too busy with his farm 
work to help himself, he can buy It 
for $1.50 or $2 per ton. Many of the 
large grain elevators are operated by 
power furnished by coal that is mined 
on the spot, and this general economy 
in fuel has aided materially in in- 
creasing the per capita wealth.

Snew Doughnuts. 

Snow doughnuts are now to be 
classed with wind-formed snow-rollers 
ns among the natural phenomena of 
winter. W. A. Price of the West Vir- 
ginia geological survey, records that In 
a heavy snow fall of 1916-17 some 
roadside fences were covered with 
steep-walled drifts, having overhang- 
ing tops in places, From many of 
these tops numbers of snow rings, re 
sembling doughnuts, had become de 
tached and rolled down the drift, leav- 
ing their tracks behind. The rings 
were two to four inches {n diameter 
and half an inch thick. The tongues | 
of snow had bowed over from the top 
until their two ends met, and the com- 
pletion of the ring seems to have been 
a matter of balance during the bend- 
ing forward and rolling down, Some 
fragments had broken away and rolled 
on their sides without forming rings.
